Dead and Dying Bobbed by Vandal*. 
PEOBIA, 111., Aug. 12.— Thi* was undonbt- 


edly the largest excursion that ever pulled 
out of thli city. Two englneslwere re- 
quired to pull it, but only one of these was 
attached at the depot, the other being sent 
on ahead, and being taken on after the 
train had cleared the Illinois river bridge, 
one engine being placed at the rear of the 
train to assist it in starting at the depot. 
Before the train started K. B. McKlintock, 
one of the engineers, expostulated with 
General Superintendent Armstrong about 
the way the train was made up, insisting 
that it ought to be taken out in two sec- 
tions, but his words were of no avail. 
Poor fellow; he is dead now. 


One of the survivors states that as soon 


a» the first engine cleared the bridge the 
brnih beneath flamed up as if oil had been 
ignttad. He was fastened in the wreck, 
and cried for assistance. He was aided by 
some one outside, and as soon M be was 
safely out of the wreck hia rescuer grasped 
his watch and tore it from him. 
Another 


man was robbed of his chain, the vandal 
falling to get his watch. Also the fingers 
of several of the dead were cut off upon 
which were valuable rings. The robbing 
of the dead and injured gave rise to the 
terrible report that the bridge had been 
fired and the train purposely wrecked tor 
the sake of plunder, but no confidence* is 
placed in the report here. It in believed 
that the robbing was the work of vandals 
who happened to be at hand.

FOREST, 111., Aug. 11. — Seventy-five 


killed and three hundred injured, perhaps 
a score of them fatally, is the appal ing 
record of last night's disater, two miles 
east of this town. Before daylight this 
morning there were sixty-live bodies laid 
out on the prarie, and forty or fifty wound- 
ed were lying under some bushes not far 
away. Home of the latter died while being 
lifted upon fiat cars for transportation to 
this village. At the wreck hundreds ol 
men were searching for more victims, and 
shortly after daylight four more unrecog- 
nizable masses of human flesh and tattered 
clothing were found deep in the ruins. 


The disaster occurred just before mid- 


night. In the doomed train were sixteen 
cars, all but one carrying passengers, and 
the whole drawn by two engines. The 
train had left Peoria about five o'clock 
carrying more than six hundred excur 
sionists bound for Niagara Falls. Two 
miles from this place was a littfe trestle on 
fire, caught from the burning prairie, no 
longer than fifteen feet, and above th 
ditch no more than six feet. This little 
culvert's destruction well nigh caused the 
destruction of the entire train. The cul- 
vert 
safely 
bore the • first engine 


but tbe wheels of its tender were caught 
in the sinking rails, and a frightful wreck 
ensued. Car after car leaped the narrow 
chasm, and telescoped the coaches preced- 
ing. The great weight and impetus of th« 
half-dozen Pullman sleepers drove their 
huge frames with terrible force against 
the chair cars and day coaches ahead of 
them. The cars were so telescoped that it 
was almost impossible to tell the ruins of 
one from another. One coach entered an- 
other, splitting it, and shoving all the 
seats and passengers in the far end, leav 
ing the floor as clean as if swept b y u 
broom. 


In the train there were sixteen cars — 


first the baggage car, then the private car 
of Superintendent Armstrong, followed by 
six day coaches, two chair cars and 
sleepers. AH of these except the sleepers, 
were engulfed in the wreck. The firsi 
sleeper stopped with its forward trucks in 
the ill-fated culvert, like its fallows, un- 
harmed. But the mine passenger cars and 
the baggago cor were heaped in a mass of 
kindling wood. In jumping the culvert 
jhree or /our of the cars Jef t their trucks 
ouried in the embankment, one under an- 
other, to a depth of eight feet The car 
jodies left the trucks and hurled them- 
ielvea against the cars preceding

Adams, of Brown County, Tex., arrived 
here yesterday with a requisition for 
Eugene Blumenthal, who, it is alleged, has 
been wanted in Brown County for the las' 
three years for a series of the most daring 
robberies that ever occurred there. The 
story is that about four years ago Blumen 
thai was leader of a band of desperadoei 
known as the "Fence Rangers," of Browi 
County, who swept through the county 
tearing down fences, stealing cattle, anc 
robbing stores, whenever their playful 
fancy led them in that direction. 


They were the terror of the whole sec- 


tion, and although many attempts were 
made to arrest the gang, they all proved 
futile. 
Blumenthal 
had

ascendancy over his companions by his 
ability with the rifle. He could shoot 
anything that he could see and was never 
known to miss his aim. Sheriff Adams 
has been on the track of Blumenthal for 
more than two years, and finally located1 
him at the Washington arsenal. Blumen 
thai enlisted in Little Rock, Ark., three 
years ago, under the name of Jas. F 
Adams.

fore the sheriff, he started back in alarm 
exclaiming; 


"Bill Adams?"

The brief story of the horrible wreck 


of the Niagara Falls excursion train out 
of Peoria Wednesday night, near Chats^ 
worth, on the T., P. & W. road, as given 
n the REPUBLICAN last evening, did not 
exaggerate tho extent of the disaster. 
to one can picture the awful wreck, the 
oss of life, the extent o£ the injuries, the 
lairbreaclth escapes and the deeds of 
leroisrn that followed the shocking acci- 
dent. 


AT THE (SCENE. 


The scene of the wreck was a small 


mdgo not more than 20 feet long1, span- 
ning a ravine 8 to 12 feet high. The 
avino was perfectly dry, 
Thoro is a 


heavy grade on both sides of this ravine, 
nd heavy trains always come down from 
he west at i'nll speed in order to gain 
eadway for iho grade on tho other side, 
'he wrecked train consisted of thirteen 
ouches, two baggaga cars and two ec- 
ines. The railroad people claim that 
lie bridge had been weakened by fire, 
ncl the surroundings certainly gave color 
o the statement. The tank ot the sec- 
nd engine WIIB tho first to leave the 
rack, taking with it the second engine 
nd tank of the forward one. On top of 
iese crashed tho baggage cars, and on 
op of this mass came the two day 
o.ichcs. The chair cars telescoped these 
ist coaches and each other until nine 
assengor cars, one engine and two tanks 
ifero jammed into a space scarcely sixty 
eet in length.

miraculous escape. Goff had pulled off 
his shoes and when tho shock came all of 
the people in the ear were killed except 
himself and friend. 
Goff's toes were 


caught under a seat but ha managed to 
free himself and get away. Had ho been 
sitting one foot further forward he would 
have been killed outright. The occu- 
pants of the seats directly in front on 
both sides of the car met instant death. 


President Conklin, Cashier West and 


Mr. Grady, of the T. H. & P. road, were 
in Peoria yesterday for several hours and 
got home on the P., D. & E. train last 
night. At the depot they were surround- 
ed by a crowd and were detained to re- 
late what they knew about the disaster 
At Beona everything was in confusior 
and the wildest excitement prevailed 
about the depot, where husbands, wives 
mothers and fathers, sons and daughters, 
all jostled each other to learn about ab- 
sent relatives and friends." Fully 501 
people of Peoria were on the train. The

some maimed for life and others were bn 
slightly hurt. AB they got off the trains 
those who were able rushed frantically to 
their friends, and would not stop to talk 
about the dreadful disaster. Many a 
fatter and mother remained at the depo 
through last night waiting in! vain to oe 
hold a son or a daughter alive. The 
militia was at the depot to keep the 
thousands of people at a distance and to 
prevent accidents. 


A man from Green Valley was in the 


wreck. He arrived at Peoria with his 
head bandaged, and while waiting for the 
train to take him home he got almost 
helplessly drunk. 


There was one happy landlady in Peo- 


ria yesterday. She intended to use some 
money to be paid her by a delinquent 
hoarder in going on the excursion, bul 
the finances failed to materialize, and the 
trip had to be given up. 


Will O. Clark, proprietor of the Peoria 


National Hotel, was on the train with his 
family. They were reported killed yes- 
terday, but they escaped nnhurt. 


One wonwn with a baby was on the 


train. The mother was lolled outright, 
but the child escaped uninjured. 


One man was taken out of the wreck 


with his stomach badly torn and his en- 
trails exposed. He kept crying for "wa- 
ter! water!" but there was none to be 
had. He was laid down in a safe place, 
and as the rescuers turned to help an- 
other subject, the man pulled a revolver 
out of his pocket and shot himself 
through the head. He had probably no- 
ticed his sad condition and in a desperate 
moment resolved to put himself out of 
his misery. 


When the relief train reached the 


scone of the wreck it was a sad and 
ghastly sight that was brought to view. 
Ten coaches had either gone through the 
bridge or were piled in promiscuous 
heaps crosswise and lengthwise of the 
track. Shrieks and groans of the wounded 
and dying could be heard. The bridge 
through which the cars passed west was 
a small one. It had been afire, which 
was the cause of its weakening, causing 
the frightful holocaust. 
The accident 


occurred shortly before 12 o'clock. The 
watch of Engineer McOlintock, who was 
tilled outright, had stopped at a few 
minutes before 12. 


Coffins from Peoria and Decatur were 


!orwarded to Chatsworth last night. 


This morning at three o'clock 65 dead

Y., 
and who previous to that serred several' 
years in the extreme west, related to several 
of us, at on informal meeting the other day( 
some incidents of her lite on the frontier. 


"In Camp Halleck, Nevada," the little lady- 


said to those around her, "we were awak- 
ened lato one night by a guard tapping on * 
window. I listened for several minutes, half 
fislecp. 
'"For heaven's sake, wake up, colonell* 


the guard called out; 'the Apaches are break- 
ing into the camp. We have not a moment 
to lose.' 


"By this time Col. Btacey had sprung [from 


bed and was dressed. Bidding me stay in 
doors, and on no account to leave the build- 
ing, he rushed out 
I was thoroughly awake 


by that timo and well frightened. Every 
nerve was quaking with terror, but what 
could I rtol My little ones were with ma 
bleeping soundly. Outside all was confusion. 
I could hear the soldiora rushing about, 
startled and alert in preparing for the im- 
pending engagement, and when they moyed 
away everything was quiet—unnaturally 
quiet—and I could feel my heart pounding, 
pounding away like an engine. I slipped out 
of bod and managed to dress. My husband 
had taught me how to uso a revolver, and I 
had one of my own. I secured it and lighting 
a lamp seated myself at a table, determined 
to fight all I could if necessary.

At 
every movemonC outside I put my band on 
the pistol.

"When In Arizona i liad another fight that 


I will ii.'ver forget," Mm. Btacey continued. 
"Tho 
Indians wore not hostile at that time, 


but, of course, we never knew what to erpect 
of them. I had been sick abed for several 
weeki, and my husband left me alone with 
tho children for a few minutes one evening to 
Mgu some papers that he had forgotten to 
lonl: after in day time. It wa»about 10o'clock. 
I Iind been restless all day and felt drowsy. 
was napping, but suddenly found myself wide 
UHivUo. A lump was burning, sol could seo 
pvtTything distinctly, and right at my bed 
bidcbtood 11 hoiculeau Indian, erect as an 
(irroiv, Ins Hi ms folded and his gaze full upoi 
me. I wns too much frightened to speak or 
scream, nor could I take- my eyes from his 
lion id fitcs. Ho didn't move a muscle, only 
looked Honileringly, ejaculating 'Humph 1 
now and then. Luckily my husband returnee 
mil few minutes and hustled the fellow out. 
llo "anted to see the 'big man of the white 
people,' it seouis, and, Indian fashion, usherw 
himself in, unannounced, while the door was 
njar. Ho meant no harm, but came very 
near killing mo with fright."

•mootti route. Now trains ran over "divides" 
H,OQO,fe«taDdroott>abovethesea, wiudalong 
;he rocky sides of d»ep canyons and thread 
their way. along "benches" 2,000 feet tatho 
air and' once thought accessible only by the 
eagte and tlie mountain sheep. Give assur- 
ance that tfofcaPb will Justify the outlay, 
and tbe engineers will blast out a railway 
*ack along the face of a cliff where the pio- 
ieer workmen have to be let down from 
above witb'ropes. The development of new 
mineral lodea in the heart of the mountains 
justifies these extraordinary methods of reach- 
tog. them by rail We give herewith a view 
of the latest achievement— the looped rail- 
way' up "Rigutbaiid gnteh," from George- 
town, Colo., to tbe foot of Grav'speak. 


To appreciate this achievement, consider

grade by curves is where the engineer's skill 
ia testet). From Denver to Golden, at the foot 
of the mountains, m an easy ascent; there the 
narrow1 gauge railway starts up the wild 
gorge of Clear creek, and rises 2,000 feet in 
the short stage to Central City. At the 
junction ot tho two Clear creeks a branch 
turns to the left flnd jroes by Idaho Spring' to 
GeorgetQwu, which is 8,400 feel, above the 
sea. All around the city the mountains rise 
in a perfect amphitheatre (or 3,000 feet, and 
in the upper end of tho city the canyon <U* 
vides; from Lettlmnd gulch a river ot crystal 
water comes pouring through a rocky flume 
as if it1 were tumbling from tbe clouds, while 
up Rightbami gulch the grade is a little easier, 
and all-tho mountain side is thick veined with 
the richest of silver lodes. 
Most noted among 


these are tbo Silver Flume (which gives name 
to the little mining town in the gulch), Dives- 
Pelican, etc. To overcome the steep ascent 
of this canyon—2,000 feet in eight miles, be- 
sides tlie abrupt break! and chasms—was the 
task of'the engineer, and our engraving shows 
how it was d'onu. 


The railroad winds around the upper end of 


the city in an ascending spiral, giving the 
passengers a bird's ey« view of houses and 
street* below j it then passes up the very bot- 
tom of the canyon till a convenient plateau ia 
reached, Where it crosses the stream and 
turns back toward Georgetown; then turning 
again to the south and west, it recrossei the 
canyoii on a bridge 800 feet long and 90 fe«t 
above its own track, and then, turning up the 
canyon once more, butx on a higher level, it 
goes on winding from side to side to Grny- 
mont, present terminus of the lino. There 
the tourist must take- horse if be would ascend 
Gray's peak, still nearly 4,000 feet above hiiu.

COLUMBOS, Ohio, Aug. D.—Natural gai 


has been used for many years about'. East 
Liverpool, a little town on the Ohio rivei 
near Pitteburg, and ten years ago I wot 
surprised to find that place lighted and 
heated by it. Large pottery factories wen 
then, run with it as fuel, and the fact that the 
hotel 'ol the place used it for cooking and 
lighting was the wonder of traveling sales- 
men. ' In the oil regions ot Pennsylvania 
natural gas was discovered years ago, but no 
one thought of utilizing it until about four 
years ;Bince. In 1870 or 1880 n company drill- 
ing fpr oil at MuiToyevllle, uear Pitteburg, 
bad readied a 'depth of 3,320 feet when the 
heavy iron drills were thrown into the air 
and'the great derrick was shattered by an 
immense explosion of gas. The gas went 
upward with the noise of a perpetual cyclone, 
and the people 
for miles around were 


frightened. It was lighted and a whirlwind 
of fiatne burst upward, scorching the earth 
for a'wide circle around it and lighting up 
the whole country. This flame burned with 
a great noise, and the owners of the well, ex- 
pecting it to soon spend itself, waited to re- 
begirt their drilling for oil. For Qve years it 
continued to burn, and then a company wag 
formed to utilize it 
The fire was put out 


and the gas Was conducted into manufactur- 
ing establishments. It formed the best ol 
fuel 'and it burned without smoke. Other 
wells were dug and Pittsburg soon began to 
use it instead of coal It has been piped from 
some of tho Pennsylvania fields to W heeling, 
and Pittsburg, I am told, has almost entirely 
lost its smoky character. In 1884 there were 
150 natural gas companies in Pennsylvania, 
and One company since formed has a capital 
stock, it is said, ot *7,000,000. Two years 
ago 10,000 tons of coal n day were displaced 
by its nse iu Pittsburg alone, and there are 
now' hundreds of productive wells about 
Pennsylvania. It is used for manufacturing 
in nearly thirty towns in Pennsylvania, about 
tan towns in New York, and lately in a num- 
ber in Ohio and Indiana. Andrew Carnegie, 
the millionaire rolling mill man of Pittsburg, 
estimates that 70,000,000 cubic feet of gas, 
equal to nearly 2,500 tons of coal, go to waste 
doily within piping distance of Pittsburg 
alone.
